« crime of burg lary and arson broug ht 
a number of people to the home of 
Ray mond 
Harg rove in W est

street, last nig ht about 8 :30 o’clock. 
The house was discovered in flames 
in the rea r part, by Judg e Sparks 
and T. M. Green, \vho g ot off a tra c ­ 
tion car at that point and the alarm 
was q uickly g iven. 
Once the home was entered it was 
found that fire was rag ing in five dif­ 
ferent 
p arts of ihe 
house, all 
of 
which was of incendiary orig in. 
A 
fire had been started in a closet, a n­ 
other on a stairw ay landing , a num­ 
ber of rag s having been g athered up, 
stacked in a corner and then a match 
set to some debris iu the 
kitchen. 
When the fire company arrived, Earl 
White, one of the firemen, broke in a 
window and crawled into the house. 
On account of the smoke he was 
oblig ed to crawl on his hands and 
knees. 
The most fire was found on 
the stairw ay s where the tluef had 
fire to some refuse and then shut and 
latched the door. 
Mrs. Harg rove had been to church 
and returning found that the key she 
had hung up in the custom ary place 
outside the house, was missing . 
She 
telephoned her 
husband, who 
was 
■calling on his mother, and he told her 
to join him and later they would re ­ 
turn home and make a 
sy stematic 
search. 
When they did return they 
found their home virtually a wreck, 
fo r most of their furniture was dam ­ 
ag ed by smoke and water. 
It was found that the house had 
first been robbed and then set on fire. 
Mrs. Harg rove’s watch was taken 
and a pocketbook containing five dol- 
, lars rifled and thrown in the y ard. 
O ther thing s mig ht have been taken, 
but they are not missed at this time. 
It is thoug ht that the work was 
done by local talent; 
perhaps some 
p arty that saw Mrs. Harg rove put 
the key away . 
It is an old trick with 
house burg lars to set fire to a house 
and then when people run out in an 
excited condition leaving their homes 
open, the burg lars having easy sail­ 
ing . 
This was evidently the case 
last nig ht as M. J. Og den’s home was 
entered shortly 
after the fire 
bell 
was rung .
